Going into Saturdays 
matchup with the No. 13 
Oklahoma State Cowboys, 
the No. 9 K-State Wildcats 
knew what was on the line.

The Cowboys 
came out firing on all cylin- 
ders and defeated the Wild- 
cats 76-70 inside of Gallagh- 
er-Iba Arena in Stillwater. 

"Obviously on our behalf 
it's disappointing. The guys 
have battled all year, and we 
battled today," said K-State 
head coach Bruce Weber. 
"Probably didn't play our 
best basketball, but give 
credit to Oklahoma State. 



They're a very good team, 
very talented team. We 
didn't do a very good job de- 
fensively." 

For Oklahoma State, 
sophomore Le'Bryan Nash, 
freshman Marcus Smart 
and junior Markel Brown 
showed why they are all 
projected as NBA draft picks 
in the upcoming draft. The 
trio combined for 61 of the 
Cowboys' 76 points. Leading 
the pack was Nash, who had 
one of the best games of his 
career as a Cowboy. Nash 
scored 24 points, going 10- 
for-12 from the field. 



"What [Nash] has figured 
out is that he likes to score, 
and he wants to score with 
those percentages," said 
Oklahoma State head coach 
Travis Ford. "He's realized he 
doesn't have to shoot threes, 
and he hasn't been shoot- 
ing threes for awhile.

Loss to Baylor eliminates K-State from Big 12 tournament

After giving up 50 points to 
Baylor senior Brittany Griner 
on March 4, the K-State wom- 
en's basketball team (15-17, 
5-13 Big 12 Conference) looked 
to make things a lot tougher for 
the All-American center on Sat- 
urday. While they were able to 
hold Griner to 19 points, other 
players stepped up for the Bears 
(31-1, 19-0 Big 12) in Dallas, and 
Baylor defeated K-State 80-47, 
eliminating the Wildcats from 
the Big 12 tournament. 

Unlike last weeks matchup, 
the Wildcats were never really 
in the game, and the Bears 
raced out to a 37-9 lead with 
less than six minutes left in the 
first half. 

A 27-point halftime deficit 
was too much for K-State, and 
the team was not able to get any 
closer than 25 in the second 
half. Despite the uneven score, 
the Wildcats hit 12 three-point- 
ers and have hit 279 on the 
season, ranking them fourth in 



Big 12 history. 

Senior guard Brittany Cham- 
bers finished the game with 21 
points and seven rebounds, 
in what could possibly be her 
final game wearing the Wildcat 
jersey. 

The Bears were led by junior 
Destiny Williams, who put in 20 
points, and Griner, who finished 
with 13 rebounds to go along 
with her 19 points. 

Baylor advanced to todays 
tournament championship 
after defeating the Oklahoma 
State Cowgirls 77-69 on Sunday 
afternoon. 

K-State will find out whether 
or not they will continue their 
season in the women's postsea- 
son NIT next Monday.

Mbeng s score of 4,178 
points in the pentathlon gave 
the French junior a sixth place 
finish and also the second 
best finish in school history. 

"Merryl had PRs in every 
event except the hurdles," Rov- 
elto said. "She did a very nice 
job. I thought she was great." 

Making the meet as a late 
qualification, Devin Dick fin- 
ished in 14th place in the hep- 
tathlon. 

"Considering he didn't 
know he would get into the 
meet until late, he probably 
wasn't all that bad," Rovelto 
said. "You could tell that phys-

I don't know if I enjoyed the fine 
arts classes while I was in elementary 
school. There were times that I felt 
forced to have to be creative, even 
when I didn't want to be. However, 
my artistic talent grew as I continued 
through these courses. My mom 
never pushed me into courses I 
didn't want to take, but she did make 
me fulfill my obligations to these 
courses even when I didn't enjoy 
them. 

Are fine arts courses beneficial 
for young children? Should kids be 
forced into these courses? Should 
they choose whether or not they 
want to be in them? What makes art 
education courses worth it? 

My opinion is that every student 
should have to take at least one fine 
arts course per year until middle or 
high school due to the benefits they 
offer. According to a March 26, 20 1 1, 
Amarillo-Globe article by Robert 
Floyd, "These programs often suffer 
because of a misguided perception 
that the arts are an extracurricular, 
non-essential part of education. Yet, 
nothing could be further from the 
truth." Despite his bias (Floyd is the 
director of the Texas Music Edu- 
cators Association), this statement 
holds a lot of truth. 

When I went to high school in 
Minnesota, fine arts courses were 
almost always the first thing on the 
chopping block every time school 
district budget cuts were debated. I 
was disappointed in the actions of 
my school district, but always proud 
of my community. The community 
supporters of the fine arts curricular 
and extracurricular programs con- 
stantly saved them. I knew that the 
community saw the positive effects 
the classes had on the students. 

But it isn't like this in all commu- 
nities. According to an April 2, 2012, 
Huffington Post article by Christine 
Armario, "Fewer public elementary 
schools are offering visual arts, dance 
and drama classes than a decade 
ago, a decline many attribute to 
budget cuts and an increased focus 
on math and reading. The percent- 
age of elementary schools with a 
visual arts class declined from 87 to 
83 percent. In drama, the drop was 
larger: From 20 percent to 4 percent 
in the 2009-10 school year." 

With continued pressure over 
standardized test scores, schools 
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become focused on tests and gradu- 
ation rates rather than the creativity 
and imagination of their students. 
Students should be able to choose 
from an eclectic array of fine arts 
courses. If they don't enjoy drawing, 
maybe they'll enjoy painting. If they 
don't enjoy theater, they might enjoy 
singing. Students should be able to 
be creative in a way that is beneficial 
to their learning style and should 



have the ability to explore what they 
enjoy doing. 

Many skills not taught on 
standardized tests are learned and 
applied in fine arts courses. A Sept. 2, 
2007, Boston Globe article by Ellen 
Winner and Lois Hetland described 
these: "Such skills include visual-spa- 
tial abilities, reflection, self-criticism, 
and the willingness to experiment 
and learn from mistakes. All are im- 



portant to numerous careers, but are 
widely ignored by today's standard- 
ized tests." These are strong qualities 
for all students. It doesn't matter your 
background, who you are or where 
you're going. 

Art is important. It's that simple. 
Imagination and creativity can be 
explored in a safe space in fine arts 
courses. Communities, students 
and parents should continue to 



encourage the advancement and 
implementation of these courses in 
public schools in their communities. 
They have too many positive effects 
to let them disappear.

I've always had this bohe- 
mian fantasy of living on my 
own, wearing swishy skirts and 
eating cheap exotic food, peo- 
ple-watching from my windows 
as I write great 



pieces of literature. It's been kind 
of a life goal since I was 1 1 and 
wanted a writing career. I decid- 
ed that dream would start next 
semester in my own apartment. 

Just when I thought "living 
alone" meant "being alone," un- 
solicited advice began pouring 
in. People I barely knew seemed 
to have an opinion about a 
20-year-old girl in a single 
room. They were sure I would 
be raped. They told me I'd get 
lonely. Some even got genuinely 
offended. My sorority sisters are 
still pulling for me to live in the 
house or with other sisters. I got 
Facebook messages from 
friends that started 
with, "I know you 
said, but..." The 
idea that 



someone would want to live 
alone was unbelievable. 

Despite these dissenting 
opinions, CBS reported in May 
2012 that 32.7 million people 
lived alone. Further research 
shows that women even 
outnumber the men, with a 
robust 17.2 million to the men's 
13.9 million. Eric Klinenberg 
revealed in his 2012 book 
"Going Solo: The Extraordinary 
Rise and Surprising Appeal of 
Living Alone" that almost half of 
residents live alone 
in the Big Apple. 
I'm convinced 



happily here in the Little Apple 
as well. 

The one question everyone 
wanted answered was: why? 
Maybe I'm picky. I like a clean 
kitchen and vacuum religiously. 
Maybe I'm weirdly petty. I don't 
like to hear constant eating and 
I hate certain smells. Maybe I'm 
a loner. I cook alone. I sing. I talk 
to my computer. Maybe I have 
a less-than-normal schedule — 
sometimes sleeping until noon 
but working until 2 a.m. 
No roommates have ever 
died from these 
conditions, but 
the minor in 



sometimes add up. The pressure 
to conform and please another 
person that shares my living 
space is a burden I'd like to 
unload. 

My parents quickly weighed 
in. Money was obviously an 
issue. However, when I com- 
pared the monthly cost of a one- 
room apartment to that of 
the drafty house I currently 
share with one and a half 
other roommates and 
two dogs, the cost of 
maintaining the 
house made the 
two options 
about even. 
An apart- 
ment 
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would also shorten the distance 
from campus and relieve me 
of driving. Plus I could turn the 
lights off whenever and change 
the thermostat. 

My dad was the first to see 
my point: he had a friend who 
was currently renting one-room 
apartments back in my home- 
town. "People are snapping 
them up," he told me. "By the 
time they're juniors, they're just 
plain tired of having roommates 
and sharing." 

Another concern was safely. 
Does the door lock securely? 
How many entrances? Do I have 
Mace? Then things began to get 
weird. Some people asked if I 
knew what kind of neighbors 
I would have ... mainly, if there 
were any men around. Filled 
with years of experience in 
changing my own lightbulbs, I 
originally discounted this point. 

I looked to my Aunt Carol for 
an example. She has lived alone 
for years and is doing pretty well 
for herself. But she also has a 
male neighbor who mows her 
lawn and sometimes used to 
watch her dog. Could she live 
without that? She's definitely ca- 
pable of mowing her own lawn, 
but what else does he do? Does 
he fix her car, shut her garage 
door if she forgets, pick up her 
mail when she's gone? Does he 
really keep her "safe?" Couldn't 
any neighbor do the same? 

Eventually, I realized that I 
was losing faith in myself. I didn't 
want to be dependent on a man, 
or on anyone really. That was the 
whole point - striking out on my 
own. I still mull the issue over, 
although it has taken a backseat 
to the more important question 
of "where are the windows in 
this place?" 

After a month of searching, 
I haven't found an apartment. 
I still want to come home to 
somewhere quiet where people 
do not beg for me to entertain 
them. If people have a problem 
with that, I'll go to my apartment 
where I won't have to hear it.

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K-State students perform opera The Marriage of Figaro' in McCain

The K-State theatre depart- 
ment performed Mozart's classic 
opera "The Marriage of Figaro" 
on March 7-9 in McCain Audi- 
torium. The opera, composed 
in the 18th century, follows a 
hectic day in the lives of wealthy, 
passive-aggressive nobility as 
Figaro, played by Donovan 
Woods, senior in applied music, 
tries to marry his beloved Su- 
sanna, played by Aeriel Dodson, 
junior in applied music, and the 
rest of their acquaintances try 
to prevent it for one reason or 
another. 

The opera was performed 
in English instead of the origi- 
nal Italian, which the audience 
seemed to appreciate. 

"Its great for the Manhattan 
audience," said Charlotte Mac- 
Farland, associate professor of 



theatre. 

MacFarland said that larger 
professional theaters have large 
projector screens or small LCDs 
built into the seats to display sub- 
titles for foreign language operas, 
but since McCain lacks these 
features, performing the English 
translation was helpful to the au- 
dience. 

Elise Poehling, sophomore 
in applied music, added that it 
was probably helpful to the cast 
as well. 

'As a performer, its easier 
to learn it in English instead of 
having to translate it all into En- 
glish just to know what's happen- 
ing," Poehling said. 

Still, those who know the 
Italian often agreed that English 
does not fully capture the Italian 
original. 

"Musically, I think it's harder 
in English, almost like it's missing 
something," MacFarland said, 



who has previously performed 
the part of the countess in Italian. 

Poehling called the missing 
quality "bounciness." 

"When DJ [Davis] was doing 
his fast parts as Bartolo, those 
probably would have been easier 
to learn in Italian," said Amanda 
Ellis, junior in music education. 
"Still, it's better to see it in English 
than to have my manuscript and 
be flipping through the pages in 
the dark." 

If their goal was to make the 
opera accessible, Manhattan 
resident Fin Parrish thought they 
succeeded. Parrish said "The 
Marriage of Figaro" was only the 
second opera she had ever seen. 

"It blew the first one out of the 
water," Parrish said. 

Not normally an opera fan, 
she still called the production 
"stellar," praised the acting and 
said that she wants to see more. 

Despite the operas age, au- 



dience members seemed to get 
involved and even laughed at the 
200-year-old jokes. 

"You can tell that it's from 
another period — they're all in 
tights, for heaven's sake — but 
the story holds up for us," Ellis 
said. "It's still relevant." 

On the other hand, Ellis said 
that the opera occasionally 
shows its age when the charac- 
ters announce things a little too 
clearly. 

"A lot of it seems natural now, 
but it was pretty revolution- 
ary when it was written," said 
Ashalen Sims, the rehearsal pia- 
nist for the production. "There's 
the line where the countess 
calls herself the defender of the 
whole female sex, and then she 
sings a whole aria about it the 
next scene. Back then, that was 
pretty radical in terms of wom- 
en's rights. It just shows how ad- 
vanced Mozart was, way ahead 



of his time." 

"The Marriage of Figaro" is 
a comedy of the lighthearted 
opera buffa style, so it had plenty 
of jokes for the audience to laugh 
at. The scene in which the char- 
acters discover that Figaro is 
the illegitimate son of Bartolo 
and Marcellina seemed to draw 
more laughter than the rest. 

"We find out that Figaro, the 
only black guy in the cast, is 
the long lost son of two white 
people," Ellis said about the 
scene. "Of course, there are other 
jokes in the scene on top of it, so 
it's double-funny." 

Poehling added that the over- 
all performance was excellent. 

"Its timeless, in a way," Poe- 
hling said. "The way they were 
acting, we'd still be able to tell 
what's going on. The acting's 
great. The blocking's great. The 
costmes are great. Everything is 
just great." 



Other characters and cast 
members included: Count 
Almaviva, played by Drew 
Hansen, senior in applied 
music, who has been making 
unwanted advances toward 
Susanna; Marcellina, played 
by Mallory Rathbun, 
junior in applied music, an 
older woman seeking to 
make Figaro marry her as 
payment for an old loan with 
her lawyer Bartolo, played by 
DJ Davis, senior in applied 
music; Cherubino, played 
by Sarah Wirtz, junior in 
applied music, a young lad 
with an inappropriate crush 
on the countess, played by 
Kirsten Hyde, senior in 
applied music; and Basilio, 
played by Alex Spence, 
senior in music education, 
a musician compelled to 
gossip and spread chaos.

"It was actually pretty fun 
working the whole day," said 
Shelby Lueckenotto, junior 
in graphic design and wait- 
ress at Pat's Blue Rib'N BBQ. 
"I made about $300 just in 
tips." 

This year, as in the past, 
the Riley County Police De- 
partment brought in help 
from forces outside the city 
area to help regulate the 
crowd and to keep people 
safe. In past years, the 
number of citations during 
this event has skyrocketed, 
but that number, while still 



high, has slowly declined 
with each passing year. As 
of press time, RCPD had ex- 
plicitly stated that they will 
not release information re- 
garding incidents and arrests 
from Fake Patty's Day. 

"The police are more pro- 
active this year than they 
were last year," Fitzgerald 
said. "It's pretty good since 
they have more of an under- 
standing of the event now." 

Whether you support the 
event or not, Fitzgerald said 
he believes that Fake Patty's 
Day is great for Aggieville 



and great for K-State. 

"In a way, Fake Patty's Day 
is somewhat of a homecom- 
ing to young alumni," Fitz- 
gerald said. "As long people 
stay lawful, it's a great event, 
and it helps the businesses 
at Aggieville, because this 
event is quite significant to 
their bottom line."
